I  have  had  the  honour  of  being  appointed  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  this  Borough  on  1st  December,  1966,  the  last  month  of  the  year  of  which  this  is 
the  current  AnnUal  Report, 

I  wish  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  late  Dr,  M.  B.  McCann,  who  was  your 
medical  officer  since  On  my  coming  to  the  neighbouring  borough  in  I960, 

he  proved  to  be  an  excellent  colleague,  and  gave  me  a  good  deal  of  encouragement 
and  support,  for  which  I  shall  always  be  grateful. 

The  population  has  increased  by  50  and  stands  at  35,^80. 

The  number  of  births  has  increased  by  kl  from  609  in  1965  to  656. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  19  compared  with  8  in  1965;  the  infant 
mortality  rate  is  higher,  and  has  not  been  exceeded  since  1956.  The  analysis  of 
infant  deaths  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  was  Nil* 

The  flftal  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  Is  375,  and  the  natural 
Increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  281. 

During  the  year  no  persons  suffered  from  poliomyelitis. 

« 

For  the  eighteenth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of 

diphtheria. 


In  1966  nineteen  persons  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with  57 
deaths  from  other  types  of  cancer. 

Fifteen  of  the  nineteen  deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  men,  and  eight  of 
these  men  were  under  sixty-five. 

A  report  concerning  atmospheric  pollution  of  the  Borough  is  in  the 
body  of  the  report  and  is  of  continuing  interest  to  the  Council.

Family  Planning  -  In  this  area  there  is  a  consultation  clinic  held  at  the 
Carlton  Road  Clinic  at  which  advice  is  given  in  connection  with  family 
planning.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  women  during  the  year  was 
925, 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  urged  local  health  authorities  to 
review  their  present,  arrangements  for  family  planning  and  suggests  that,  as 
many  patients  will  choose  to  go  to  their  own  doctors  for  advice  in  such 
matters,  the  local  health  authorities  should  keep  this  in  mind. 

The  Minister  of  Health  concludes  that  an  adequate  family  planning 
service,  fully  integrated  with  other  community  services,  will  not  only 
contribute  to  the  dispersal  of  ignorance  and  fear,  and  to  the  increase  of 
happy  family  life,  but  will  also  relieve  the  burdens  placed  on  other  local 
authority  services  by  the  physical  ill-health  and  mental  distress,  which  so 
frequently  arise  from  lack  of  knowledge  and  advice. 
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Many. on  Clinic  -  The  County  Council  have  provided  sessions  for  exfoliative  cytology 
at  TheTTelham  Street  Clinic0  This  is  a  vitally  important  new  service  which  entails 
the  examination  of  women  for  an  easily  detected  known  form  of  cancerg  viz.  cancer 
of  the  neck  of  the  womb.  This  cancer  can,  of  course,  be  easily  eradicated  and 
cured  in  its  early  stages,  and  the  examination  is  simplicity  itself,  and  consists 
in  taking  a  slight  swab  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  transferring  it  to  a 
microscope  slide  and  examining  the  slide  for  cancerous  cells. 

Women  who  have  had  operations  for  early  cancer  of  the  heck  of  the  womb 
are  alive  to-day  more  than  ten  years  after  the  date  of  their  operation.  It  is 
important  to  stress  this.  We  only  hear  of  deaths  from  cancer,  never  about  those 
who  have  had  the  operation  and  live  normal  healthy  lives  thereafter. 

The  clinic  was  opened  on  the  2|+th  June,  1965  and  during  1966  1,102  women 
attended  the  clinic. 

I  should  wish  to  advise  all  women  to  attend  this  clinic,  more  particularly 
those  over  thirty-five  years  of  age,  unless,  of  course  this  ’Service  has  been 
obtained  elsewhere. 


Provision  of  Maternity  Beds 

Arrangements  for  admission  to  hospital  are  now  made  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  and  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals  within  the  area  of  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  on  recommendation  by  the  midwife,  to  all  domiciliary 
confinements.

Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  are 
controlled  from  County  Ambulance  Control  in  County  Hall,  West  Bridgford,  Nottingham. 

Worksop  station  is  self “contained  and  controls  its  own  vehicles  in 
co-operation  with  the  rest  of  the  County. 

The  station  is  manned  by  one  superintendent ,  21  men  and  a  control  assistant. 

Vehicles  comprise  three  ambulances,  one  large  dual  purpose  ambulance  to 
carry  12  people,  and  two  small  dual  purpose  vehicles  to  carry  7  people.  One 
reserve  ambulance  is  kept  at  the  station  in  case  of  break-down  or  to  replace  an 
ambulance  undergoing  repairs. 

There  is  also  an  ambulance  for  Civil  Defence  work.

Laboratory  Service 

Certain  bacteriological  work  in  connection  with  suspected  cases  of  typhoid, 
dysentery,  food  poisoning  and  the  examination  of  ice  cream  samples,  is  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Sheffield. 


Home  Nursing 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1966,  the  County  Council  assumed  sole  responsibility 
for  the  provision  of  a  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing  Service  t  hr  cutout  the  administrative 
County. 


The  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  with  the  County  Medical  Officer, 

Is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  service  with  appropriate 
supervisory  staff,  midwives  and  district  nursing  staff. 

Home  nursing  is  a  service  which  provides  for  the  nursing  of  the  chronically 
sick  patients  and  of  the  less  serious  forms  of  acute  illness  where  the  doctor  requests 

it.

Health  Visiting 


Health  visitors  are  Stats  Registered  Nurses  with  knowledge  of  midwifery, 
who  have  attended  a  whole-time  course  in  Public  Health  work  and  received  the 
Health  Visitor's  Certificate,,  Their  duties  are  in  respect  of  the  Personal 
Health  Services.  They  work  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  do 
routine  visiting  of  their  districts,  advising  on  prevention  of  illness  and 
maintenance  of  health. 


School  Health  Service 


The  School  Health  Service  (known  as  the  School  Medical  Service  until  1 9^+5 ) 
started  officially  in  1908,  but  its  growth  was  greatly  increased  by  the  Education 
Act  of  19i|i|  and  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1946. 

The  County  Council  as  the  Local  Education  Authority  is  responsible  for  the 
School  Health  Service.  A  school  clinic  is  provided  at  Watson  Road  on  Monday  at 
9.30  a.m.  until  12  noon,  A  Medical  Officer  and  a  School  Nurse  are  in  attendance. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  provides  domestic  help  to  necessitous  cases,  either 
full  or  part-time. 

These  may  include 2“ 

Maternity  cases. 

Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is  recommended  by  the 
doctor. 

Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available, 

* 

The  aged  and  infirm. 

These  Home  Helps  do  cleaning,  plain  cooking,  shopping  etc.,  but  not  nursing, 
A  recommendation  from  the  doctor  or  nurse  is  necessary. 

A  householder  is  required  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  i+s,  6d»  per  hour  unless 
unable  to  do  so  when  the  rate  of  payment  is  determined  by  applying  the  County 
Council's  Scale  of  Assistance.  Payments  for  the  service  are  made  to  the  County 
Treasurer  and  not  to  the  Home  Help.  The  Home  Helps  receive  a  weekly  wage  from 
the  County  Council.  They  make  their  own  provision  for  meals. 

The  County  Council  employ  an  Organiser  for  the  district  and  any  further 
information  regarding  the  Home  Help  Service  may  be  obtained  from  her  at 
6l  Carlton  Road,  Worksop  (Tels  Worksop  2881+}, 


Mass  Miniature  Radiography 

The  South  Yorkshire  Area  Mass  Radiography  unit  visited  Worksop  in 
September,  1966,  serving  the  employees  of  four  firms,  one  of  the  senior  schools, 
and  undertaking  public  sessions  in  the  Public  Library. 

Over  7,230  chest  X-rays  were  taken. 

This  unit  has  visited  Worksop  every  two  years,  and  I  should  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  its  value  as  a  preventive  health  measure.

During  1966  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  number  of  children  who  were  given  a  complete  course  of  three  doses  of 
oral  vaccine  was  5^8,  The  percentage  of  children  up  to  15  years  of  age  who  have 
been  protected  is  85*8%

The  use  of  "oral"  poliomyelitis  vaccine  continued  during  1 9660  No  cases 

of  poliomyelitis  have  been  reported  and  it  would  appear  that  the  prevention  of 
this  disease  has  been  successful.  The  early  vaccines  given  by  injection  were 

satisfactory,  but  they  are  now  being  surpassed  by  the  oral  variety  which  is  very 
much  easier  to  administer,  and  is  a  more  efficient  vaccine. 


Dysentery 

During  the  year  L*h  cases  of  dysentery  occurred.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
type  and  occurred,  mostly  in  the  school  population. 

Measles 


It  Is  now  possible  to  vaccinate  individual  children  successfully  against 
measles.  Research  work  has  continued  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  vaccines 
to  prevent  this  disease,  and  it  would  appear  that  intensive  trials  will  be  continued 
to  ascertain  the  best  way  to  use  the  new  antigens.

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  places  a  duty  and  responsibility  on 
County  and  County  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential  accommodation  for  persons 
who,  by  reasons  of  old  age,  infirmity  and  other  circumstances  are  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise  available  to  them*

SWIMMING  BATHS 

A  municipal  swimming  bath  is  situated  in  the  Borough  and  is  open  to  the  public* 
During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  the  results  of  the  analyses  were 
satisfactory  in  each  case*  The  purpose  of  the  filtration  and  chlorination  of 
swimming  bath  water  is  to  provide  a  constant  supply  of  clean  and  sparkling  water 
reasonably  protected  against  contamination  by  disease  producing  germs.  The  great 
variation  in  "bathing  loads'  and  consequently  in  degree  of  pollution  make  the 
protection  of  swimming  bath  water  no  simple  task*  While  the  baths  staff  do 
everything  to  maintain  a  "safe''  standard  of  bath  water,  the  bathers  themselves 
could  assist  very  materially  by  the  observance  of  strict  personal  hygiene.

and  the  area  was  divided  into  Clearance  Compulsory  Purchase  Areas  Nos.  8,  9,  10, 
11,  12,  and  13  comprising  226  houses  (175  unfit  houses  and  51  fit  houses). 

The  Orders  were  submitted  for  confirmation  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  9th  December,  1966. 

During  the  year,  a  Public  Inquiry  was  held  regarding  the  compulsory 
purchase  order  on  70  acres  of  land  at- .Primrose  Valley  required  by  the  Council 
for  house  building  purposes.  Some  of  these  proposed  houses  will  be  used  for 
the  rehousing  of  tenants  from  the  aforementioned  Clearance  Areas. 

The  Minister  later  confirmed  the  order  and  the  land  will  be  purchased 
during  1967. 


188/4  Housing  Survey 

In  April,  a  survey  of  the  Borough  was  carried  out  on  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  ascertain  how  many  houses  were 
still  standing  which  had  been  built  before  1881+. 

The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  connected  with  the  future  clearance  and 
Improvement  programme,  the  assumption  being  that  any  houses  remaining  in  an 
industrial  street  pattern  of  that  period  would  be  suspect. 

To  complete  this  list  it  was  necessary  to  use  what  street  plans  were 
available  dating  from  1 885  and  to  compare  them  with  present  day  plans.  In 
some  instances  reference  had  to  be  made  to  dating  stones  built  into  the  facing 


h 


of  houses,  and  where  none  existed  judgment  had  to  be  used  to  compare  styles  of 
architecture. 

In  all,  a  list  of  1,222  houses  was  compiled  and  of  these  it  was  found 
that  ^26  houses  had  been  Included  in  the  1965  clearance  programme  report  as 
possibly  being  unfit. 

This  meant  that  a  substantial  number  of  the  pre-l881|  houses  were  considered 
to  be  fit  -  a  good  indication  that  In  matters  of  fitness  age  was  of  lesser  import 
than  the  quality  of  building.

Improvement  Grants  °  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959.  Housing  Act,  1961 

and  Housing  Act,  196U 

Inspections  of  houses  in  connection  with  application  for  improvement 
grants  are  carried  out  In  co-operation  with  the  Borough  Engineer's  department. 

f 

The  inspections  are  made  to  ascertain  that  the  houses  concerned  are 
fit  for  human  habitation  having  regard  to  the  standard. laid  down  in  Section  k 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  that  they  are  likely  to  romain  in  that  condition 
and  available  for  use  as  a  dwelling  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  15  years  in 
regard  to  Standard  Grant  applications  and  30  years  in  regard  to  Discretionary 
Grant  applications. 

The  Health  Department  collaborates  with  the  Engineer's  Department  in 
giving  advice  to  applicants  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  improving  such  houses 
and  also  prepares  lists  of  defects  which  will  be  required  to  be  carried  out  by 
applicants  to  make  the  houses  fit  in  accordance  with  the  above  standard. 

Visits  made  in  1966  In  connection  with  Improvement  Grants  -  173. 


Compulsory  Improvement  of  Dwellings  -  Housing  Act„  19614. 

Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  196i+  empowers  Local  Authorities  to  compel 
owners  to  improve  tenanted  dwellings  by  the  provision  of  standard  amenities. 

The  Standard  amenities  are  - 

(a)  a  fixed  bath  or  shower  which,  if  reasonably  practicable,  is  to  be  in  a 

bathroom; 

(b)  a  wash-hand  basin; 

(c)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a  fixed  bath  or  shower; 
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(d)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a  washhand  basin; 

(e)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a  sink; 

(f)  a  watercloset  which,  If  reasonably  practicable,  must  be  in  and  readily 

accessible  from  the  dwell ing0 

(g)  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

These  are  referred  to  in  the  Act  as  the  "full  standard",  but  in  certain  instances 
a  "reduced  standard"  can  be  required  which  means  the  provision  only  of  amenities 
(e),  (f)  and  (g)  which  the  dwelling  does  not  have. 

Compulsory  improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings  can  be  carried  out  by  the 
declaration  of  improvement  areas  by  the  Local  Authority,  or  can  be  carried  out  at 
individual  houses  at  the  request  of  a  tenant. 


Improvement  Areas 


In  May,  1966,  the  Council  considered  a  report  on  the  procedure  necessary 
for  the  declaration  of  improvement  areas  in  accordance  with  Part  II  of  the  Act 
and  decided  that  the  officials  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  submit  to  the 
Council  particulars  of  those  areas  of  the  Borough  which  by  reason  of  the  nature 
and  condition  of  the  houses  within  such  areas,  were  considered  to  be  eminently 
suitable  for  declaration  as  Improvement  Areas. 


Following  the  submission  of  a  list  of  suitable  areas,  it  was  decided  that 
an  initial  survey  should  be  carried  out  in  the  Newcastle  Avenue,  Harrington 
Street  and  Devonshire  Street  area,  and  a  report  on  the  area  bemade  to  the 
Council.

The  area  contains  110  dwellings  of  which  36  are  already  up  to  full 
standard . 


Of  the  remaining  74  dwellings  all  are  capable  of  being  improved  to  the 
full  standard  and  after  improvement  will  satisfy  the  future  life  test  of  15 
years. 


The  proposed  area  thus  satisfied  the  test  that  of  these  dwellings  lacking 
standard  amenities  at  least  half  are  capable  of  being  improved  to  the  full 
standard. 

On  the  3rd  October,  1966  the  Council  passed  a  resolution  declaring  the 
area  to  be  an  improvement  area,  i.e.  Borough  of  Worksop  Improvement  Area  No.  1. 
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Work  was  proceeding  at  the  end  of  1966  on  a  detailed  survey  of  the  area  to 
ascertain  the  necessary  improvements  required  in  connection  with  each  tenanted 
dwelling  in  order  to  carry  out  the  formal  procedure  to  implement  the  Council’s 
resolution* 

It  is  hoped  that  when  improvements  in  this  area  have  progressed  satisfactor¬ 
ily  that  further  improvement  areas  will  be  declared  so  as  to  progressively  phase 
Improvement  of  suitable  houses  throughout  the  Borough* 


Housing  Repairs 

During  the  year,  31+2  visits  were  made  to  obtain  repairs  to  62  houses* 

In  11+  instances,  this  Involved  the  service  of  statutory  notices  for  possible 
legal  action  for  non-compliance.  In  no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  take 
legal  proceedings* 

The  gradual  clearance  of  some  of  the  more  dilapidated  properties,  the 
purchase  of  houses  for  owner-occupation  and  the  improvement  of  others  with  the  aid 
of  grants  and  higher  rents  have  all  contributed  to  reducing  the  number  of  appeals 
made  by  tenants  for  Council  intervention* 

There  now  remain  a  few  landlords  and  their  agents  who  are  unwilling  to  spend 
time  and  money  in  keeping  their  property  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair,  and  it 
is  this  minority  with  their  repeated  promises  of  action  who  compel  the  Depart¬ 
mental  staff  to  make  repeated  visits  to  check  whether  the  necessary  work  has  been 
carried  out* 

In  addition  to  the  enforcement  of  repairs  on  complaint,  further  work  was 
arranged  in  the  course  of  inspection  prior  to  the  approval  of  improvement  grants  . 
The  purpose  of  these  repairs  was  to  bring  the  houses  up  to  the  standard  required 
by  Section  1+  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  as  required  by  Section  5  of  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959* 


Housing  Applications 


Investigations  and  reports  were  made  on  50  housing  applications  supported 
by  medical  certificates*  Of  these  23  applications  were  from  elderly  people 
requiring  bungalows  or  ground  floor  accommodation  mainly  to  avoid  the  necessity 
of  climbing  stairs*

The  remaining  27  applications  were  made  by  persons  on  the  general  waiting 
list  who  considered  their  living  conditions  to  be  so  intolerable  as  to  justify 
claiming  -  and  in  some  cases,  demanding  -  priority  over  others  with  a  longer 
waiting  period.  In  the  majority  of  cases  investigation  did  not  confirm  this 
supposition. 


Nevertheless,  despite  the  amount  of  work  entailed,  it  is  considered  worth¬ 
while,  not  only  to  avoid  missing  the  more  urgent  cases,  but  to  give  each  applicant 
the  assurance  that  his  or  her  case  is  given  fair  consideration  and  an  impartial 
assessment*

The  fact  that  for  the  larger  part  of  the  time  all  the  standings  were  occupied 
and  a  waiting  list  existed,  indicated  a  need  for  this  type  of  accommodation. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  municipal  site  became  the  current  victim 
of  "trench  fever"  when  a  twin  27"  diameter  surface  water  sewer  was  laid  across  the 
site,  causing  the  temporary  loss  of  two  standings  and  general  disruption  throughout 
the  site. 


Common  Lodging  House 

One  Common  Lodging  House  is  situated  in  the  Borough  at  No.  87,  Lowtown  Street. 

The  house,  with  common  room  and  9  dormitories,  is  registered  to  accommodate 
U9  male  lodgers  only.  The  residents  are  mainly  permanent  and  only  a  few 
itinerants  are  catered  for  during  the  year. 

The  house  continues  to  be  maintained  satisfactorily.

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Slaughterhouses 


Three  private  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  in  use  in  the  Borough,, 

They  are  considered  adequate  to  provide  the  necessary  slaughtering  facilities 
for  the  district . 

Conditions  at  the  slaughterhouses  were  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966  were  mad®  during 
the  year  and  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1967.  The  main 
provisions  are:- 

(a)  Prohibiting  any  person  permitting  the  retention  in  a  slaughterhouse  of 
any  carcase  of  an  animal  slaughtered  elsewhere  unless  specified 
conditions  are  complied  with: 

(b)  The  period  during  which  any  animal  intended  for  slaughter  may  be  kept  in 

a  slaughterhouse  is  limited  to  72  hours  except  where  an  authorised  officer 
gives  his  consent  and  subject  to  certain  conditions: 

(c)  an  obligation  to  keep  any  lairage  clean  is  imposed  upon  the  occupier  of  a 
slaughterhouse: 

(d)  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  is  prohibited  but 
until  1st  November,  1968  a  wiping  cloth  may  be  used  on  any  carcase  or 
offal,  if  it  is  sterilised  before  use,  and  used  only  on  only  one  carcase 
and  its  associated  offal  before  resterilisation. 

The  provision  regarding  wiping  cloths  will  mean  that  eventually  carcases 
will  have  to  be  cleansed  by  water  sprays  or  similar  methods  to  abviate  the  use 
of  such  cloths.  Wiping  cloths  have  always  been  considered  to  be  a  most 
unhygienic  method  of  cleansing  of  carcases,  as  they  are  very  often  found  to  be 
in  a  dirty  and  sometimes  offensive  condition.  Provision  (d)  is,  therefore, 
welcomed  by  the  meat  inspectors. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958

The  recommended  standard  is  that  over  a  six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a 
vendor's  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  I,  80%  into  Grade  I  or  II,  not  more  than 
20%  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 


There  are  only  two  registered  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  Borough. 
One  manufacturer  uses  the  heat  treatment  method  of  ice  cream  production,  and  the 
other  uses  the  cold  mix  process. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955° 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  co-operated  with  the  County  Council  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  in  the  investigation  of  six  complaints  involving  the  sale 
of  food,  not  being  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded  by  the  customer. 
In  three  instances  the  offenders  were  prosecuted,  but  in  only  one  case  was  an 
Inspector  called  to  give  evidence  in  the  Magistrates'  Court.  Details  of  these 
offences  are  given  in  the  section  of  the  report  contributed  by  the  Chief  Weights 
and  Measures  Inspector. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  dealt  informally 
with  the  number  of  complaints  from  persons  who  did  not  wish  to  be  involved  in 
legal  proceedings  or  who  did  not  wish  their  names  to  be  made  known  to  the  shop¬ 
keeper.  These  involved?- 

1 »  Wasps  in  shop  bottled  wine. 

Complaint  arose  through  staff  error  In  use  of  wrong  bottle. 

Proprietor  cautioned. 

2.  Wasp  in  meat 

Shop  conditions  checked  and  meat  replaced.

Tin  replaced  and  condemnation  certificate  passed  to  importers.

Investigated  by  sales  company* s  laboratory  and  matter  taken  up  with 
importers.

In  two  instances  food  was  sampled  to  check  on  safety  and. quality;-” 

a.  A  pork  pie  was  suspected  of  causing  stomach  upset  in  a  family.  A  pie 

from  the  same  source  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  testing  and 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

b.  Ground  almonds  were  suspected  of  being  adulterated  with  soma  other  sub¬ 

stance  because  of  their  mild  taste.  Samples  arranged  with  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


In  December  it  was  found  that  several  shopkeepers  in  the  vicinity  of  junior 
schools  had  been  prevailed  upon  to  station  bubble  gum  machines  in  the  forecourts 
of  their  shops.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  at  the  time  of  cases  of  dysentery 
among  school  children,  certain  aspects  of  these  machines  were  considered 
unsatisfactory.  It  was  decided  to  swab  the  serving  hopper  of  each  machine  in 
order  to  check  on  possible  contamination  of  the  contents  when  delivered  to  the 
customer. 

Eleven  machines  were  found  and  tested  in  this  way,  but  although  the  swabs 
became  dirty  and  coated  with  oil.  no  faecal  or  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated 
by  the  laboratory,  and  further  action  was  deferred  with  reluctance.  The 
proprietors  of  the  machines  were  interviewed  at  the  Health  Department  and  they 
agreed  to  give  the  machines  regular  inspection  and  cleaning. 

NOTE  On  1st  June,  1967,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  the  Food  Hygiene  Codes 
of  Practice  -  Hygiene  in  the  Operation  of  Coin  Operated  Food  Vending 
Machines  (Circular  8/67)  which  gives  valuable  guidance  to  all  concerned. 
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Food  Hygiene 


The  previous  section  shows  a  doubling  in  the  number  of  food  complaints  received 
compared  with  the  report  on  the  preceding  twelve  months.  It  is  open  to  specula¬ 
tion  as  to  whether  this  is  a  reflection  on  a  possible  fall  in  food  hygiene  standards 
or  due  to  an  increasing  awareness  by  the  public  to  food  hygiene  and  to  a  consequent 
indignation  when  something  goes  wrong. 

Of  the  two  alternatives,  I  would  favour  the  latter,  as  many  complainants  have 
said  that  they  had  experienced  similar  trouble  previously  but  had  done  nothing 
about  it  except  to  return  the  offending  article  or  to  take  their  custom  elsewhere. 

If  the  money  and  time  spent  on  food  hygiene  publicity  is  beginning  to 
produce  a  dividend,  it  is  well  spent,  for  it  will  enable  the  public  health 
authorities  to  keep  a  tighter  control  over  the  end  products  of  the  food  industry. 

This  is  of  particular  importance  at  this  time  when  pressure  of  legal  duties  in 
other  spheres  of  public  health  does  not  allow  a  more  constant  concentration  on  food 
shop  inspections.

The  results  show  the  large  increase  in  air  pollution  during  the  winter 
months#  They  also  show  the  preponderance  of  smoke  ever  sulphur  dioxide  during 
the  winter#  These  increases  are  considered  to  be  due  to  the  large  amounts  of 
coal  being  burned  in  domestic  premises  during  the  winter  period# 

During  the  summer  months,  i.e#  May  to  August,  air  pollution  is  much  less 
and  the  sulphur  dioxide  figures  are  found  to  be  higher  than  the  smoke  figures. 
This  can  be  explained  by  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of  coal  burned  in  domestic 
grates  during  such  months  with  a  consequent  reduction  in  emissions  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  from  such  sources.  The  higher  figure  for  sulphur  dioxide  during 
the  summer  is  considered  to  be  due  to  the  emissions  from  industrial  premises 
which  would  appear  to  be  fairly  constant  throughout  the  whole  year# 

The  atmospheric  pollution  investigations  being  made  each  year  all  point 
to  the  fact  that  the  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  Worksop  is  from  domestic 
coal  fires#  The  provision  of  smoke  control  areas  throughout  the  Borough  would 
be  of  considerable  benefit  in  reducing  such  pollution,  and  would  make  Worksop  a 
much  cleaner  and  possibly  a  healthier  town  than  it  is  at  present.  The  results 
obtained  by  smoke  control  areas  in  many  large  towns  can  clearly  be  seen  in  the 
brighter  and  more  cleanly  appearance  such  towns  now  present# 


ional  Survey  -  Investigation  of  Air  Pollution 

The  results  from  the  two  atmospheric  pollution  stations  are  forwarded 
each  month  to  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  for 
inclusion  in  the  National  Survey  on  the  investigation  of  air  pollution. 

An  annual  summary  table  is  produced  each  year  in  connection  with  the 
National  Survey  and  contains  the  results  from  all  the  investigation  sites 
included  in  the  Survey# 

It  is,  therefore,  possible  to  compare  the  results  obtained  in  Worksop 
with  other  towns  in  the  country# 

This  comparison  has  shown  that  air  pollution  in  Worksop  is  similar  to  and 
sometimes  worse  than  that  found  in  comparable  towns,  which  are  included  in  the 
list  of  "black  areas"  produced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Local  Government#

A  private  atmospheric  pollution  recording  station  is  in  use  in  the  Borough 
for  the  purpose  of  monitoring  possible  pollution  from  a  nearby  factory.  The 
results  from  this  station  are  amiable  to  the  Health  Department. 


Lead  Dioxide  Gauges 

Five  lead  dioxide  gauges  were  in  use  during  1966  for  the  purpose  of  measuring 
sulphur  dioxide  from  a  burning  spoilbank  at  Manton  Colliery.  The  gauges  were 
sited  amongst  residential  property  adjacent  to  the  burning  tip.

It  shows  the  average  daily  pollution  from  sulphur  dioxide  for  the  month  concerned 
at  a  time  when  the  tip  was  not  on  fire. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  present  Investigation  did  not  indicate  any 
serious  increase  in  S02  pollution  in  the  area.  There  was,,  howeverf  no  doubt 
that  at  times  when  the  burning  naterial  on  the  tip  was  emitting  fumes  and  smoke 
that  serious  nuisance  was  being  caused  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  area.  The 
investigations  ceased  in  August,  1966,  following  complete  sealing  down  of  the 
tip  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 


Baroing  Spoilbank  °  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Section  18. 

Manton  Colliery  Spoilbank.  Forest  Lane,  Worksop. 

This  spoilbank  was  uniformly  on  fire  during  1965  and  giving  rise  to 
numerous  complaints  from  persons  living  in  its  vicinity. 

Considerable  efforts  were  made  during  1965  by  the  National  Coal  Board  to 
prevent  or  reduce  emissions  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  the  tip  by  the  use  of  water 
sprayers  and  chemicals  but  these  proved  to  have  little  effect,  and  in  January, 
1966,  after  consultations  between  the  National  Coal  Board,  the  Health  Department 
and  HCM.  Alkali  Inspector,  it  was  decided  that  attempts  should  be  made  to  seal 
off  the  tip  by  earth  or  other  inert  material  as  suggested  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  work  was  commenced  immediately  and  bulldozers  and 
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dragMn®  and  tipping  lorries  were  employed  by  the  National  Coal  Board  to  spread 
and  consolidate  earth  and  limestone  over  the  tip  surface, 

Mr,  Booth  -  Area  General  Manager,  National  Coal  Eoard  -  attended  the  Health 
Committee  and  promised  full  co-operation.  By  the  end  of  April  considerable 
improvement  was  immediately  noticed  in  the  damping  down  of  fires.  By  the  end  of 
May  when  the  tip  surface  was  effectively  covered  nuisance  from  the  tip  had  practi¬ 
cally  ceased. 

Small  emissions  of  smoke  and  fumes  have,  however,  occurred  from  time  to 
time,  owing  to  the  covering  material  being  disturbed  by  cracking  of  the  surface, 
by  rain  and  by  blowholes  from  the  fires  beneath.  In  order  to  prevent  such 
occurrences,  it  is  necessary  for  frequent  supervision  of  the  tip  to  be  carried 
out  so  that  such  sections  can  be  recovered  by  earth. 

The  very  great  improvement  of  the  tip  compared  with  its  appearance  twelve 
months  previously  when  fires  were  occurring  all  over  the  surface,  does  indicate 
that  given  the  necessary  materials,  money  and  determination,  it  is  possible  to 
control  a  burning  tip  and  prevent  smoke  and  fumes  from  being  a  serious  nuisance 
to  persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tip. 


Chimney  Heights  -  Clean  Air  Act,,  1965.  Section  10, 

The  Borough  Engineer's  Department  and  the  Health  Department  co-operate  on 
the  implementation  of  Section  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  and  together  make  the 
necessary  recommendations  on  chimney  heights  in  connection  with  building  projects 
involving  new  furnaces. 

During  the  year  plans  in  connection  with  new  chimneys  were  submitted  to  the 
Council  and  heights  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  10, 


Prior  Approval  of  New  Furnaces  -  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  Section  3. 

Applications  for  prior  approval  of  the  installation  of  n,ew  furnaces  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  were  approved  by  the  Council,

One  Beeston  hot  water  boiler  with  a  rating  of  6739000  B,T,U's.  The  boiler 
is  to  be  coal  fired  by  means  of  an  Ashwell  &  Nesbitt  bunker  to  boiler  underfeed 
stoker  fitted  with  overfire  air  jets, 

Messrs,  Batchelors  Foods  Ltd,,  Gateford  Road,  Worksop, 

Large  extensions  to  existing  factory  have  necessitated  the  provision  of  a 
new  boiler  house.  The  existing  boiler  house  is  to  be  dismantled  on  completion 
of  present  proposals. 

The  new  plant  consists  of  four  Economic  G,W.B»  "Powermaster"  steam  boilers 
each  with  a  rating  of  130800,000  B.T.U.’s  per  hour.  The  boilers  are  to  be  oil 
fired  by  means  of  fully  automatic  G.W.B.  Furnaces  Ltd.,  "Veriflow"  oil  burners.

During  the  year  58  samples  of  drinking  water  from  various  sources  were 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Sheffield,, 

At  the  laboratory  the  water  samples  are  tested  for  the  presence  of  bacterium 
coli  I  (E,  Coll)  and  for  coliform  bacilli  (coli^aerogenes) ,  The  presence  of  the 
former  in  a  supply  indicates  a  possibility  of  pollution  by  sewage  and  is  of  serious 
consequence,  Coli-aerogenes  are  found  in  soil  and  dust,  and  in  small  numbers  are  of 
less  significance. 

In  testing  non-chlorinated  supplies  the  water  is  classified  into  four 
categories^ 

Class  I  -  Excellent  -  No  coli-aerogenes  per  100  ml. 

Class  II  -  Satisfactory  -  1  -  3  "  B  " 

Class  III  -  Suspicious  -  4  -  10  "  "  nB 

Class  IV  -  Unsatisfactory  -  Over  10  "  "  "  *

All  the  routine  water  samples  taken  from  the  town  mains  while  in  service 
proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory,  corresponding  to  Class  I,  Samples 
are  taken  at  random  from  taps  in  houses  and  business  premises  at  regular 

intervals. 

Note  II,  Sunnyside  Boreholes 

A  large  part  of  thetown“s  water  supply  originates  from  five  boreholes  at 
Sunnyside,  From  these  it  Is  pumped  to  storage  reservoirs  before  being  chlorinated 
and  softened,  after  which  it  is  passed  out  to  the  mains.  All  the  samples  from  the 
water  works  were  taken  from  the  pumps  prior  to  the  water  being  treated.  One 
sample  taken  from  a  bore  which  was  in  intermittent  use  showed  the  presence  of 
non~faecal  coliforms. 
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Nofe  Hi*  Rhodesia  Supply 


During  the  year  under  renew  the  Rhodesia  estate  was  served  by  one  borehole 
located  in  the  estate,,  The  water  was  chlorinated  as  It  was  pumped  up  to  a  high 
storage  tank  from  which  it  was  gravity  fed  to  the  mains* 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  bacieriologically  satisfactory* 

Note  IV*  Retford  Supply 

Parts  of  a  Borough  are  too  isolated  to  be  connected  up  with  the  town's  supply. 
Instead  these  properties  in  the  Ranby  area  are  served  by  the  piped  supply  from 
Retford*  All  samples  taken  to  date  have  been  satisfactory* 

Note  V*  Manton  supply 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  Manton  Colliery,  which  supplies  water  to  parts 
of  the  surrounding  district  as  well  as  to  the  Clowne  area.  The  water  is  chlor¬ 
inated  at  source  and  both  samples  were  bacteri ologically  satisfactory* 

Note  VI*  Clumber  Park 

This  is  one  of  the  supplies  which  is  tested  periodically*  Unlike  many  of 
the  local  water  undertakings  which  rely  upon  boreholes,  this  water  comes  from  a 
natural  spring  from  which  it  is  pumped  to  a  balance  tank  and  gravity  fed  to  outlying 
parts  of  the  estate* 

All  samples  taken  to  date  have  been  bacteri ologically  satisfactory* 

Note  VII*  Osberton  Park 

Water  to  the  estate  comes  from  a  bore  which  was  sunk  in  recent  years  near 
to  the  Hall*  Water  is  pumped  to  balance  tanks  and  gravity  fed  to  the  estate* 

It  is  unchlorinated,  but  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  bacterlologically 
satisfactory* 

Note  VIII*  Worksop  College 

i 

Water  to  the  College  is  obtained  from  a  private  bore  situated  within  the 
main  college  block*  A  chlorinator  has  been  installed  in  recent  years*  Samples 
taken  during  the  year  were  bacteri ologically  satisfactory* 

Note  IX*  11  Me  ado  who  Ime"  supply 

At  the  request  of  owners  of  private  property  served  by  wells,  samples  are 
taken  to  check  on  the  purity  of  their  supplies*  In  this  instance  the  water  was 
found  to  come  within  the  "Excellent'’  classification* 


Sampling  by  Water  Boards 

The  results  of  28  samples  taken  by  officials  of  the  Central  Nottinghamshire 
Water  Board  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  were  notified 
to  the  Department*  These  samples  were  of  water  from  the  boreholes  and  from  taps 
throughout  the  town*  Two  samples  taken  from  boreholes  when  not  in  use  showed 
the  presence  of  non-faecal  conforms,  which  is  of  little  significance.  All 
other  samples  were  satisfactory* 

A  further  II4.  samples  taken  by  the  Board  and  examined  by  the  public  analyst 
were  reported*  These  were  principally  from  new  sections  of  main  prior  to  use* 
All  were  satisfactory* 
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The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board  reported  the 
results  of  32  water  samples  taken  from  their  installations  within  the  Borough. 

Of  these  tr.ree  were  unsatisfactory.  These  were  of  water  from  a  reserve  tank 
wnen  it  was  not  in  use.  The  remaining  samples  were  satisfactory,, 

The  Area  Chief  Scientist  of  the  National  Coal  Board  reported  on  1+5  samples 
taken  from  the  Board8s  estate  buildings  at  Rhodesia.  All  were  satisfactory. 


Chemical  Analysis  of  Water

PEST  CONTROL 


Rats  and  Mice 


During  the  year  contract  work  was  carried  out  at  54  premises,  realising  the 
sum  of  £33,  6s.  Od.  Of  greater  value  was  the  added  care  taken  by  poultry  keepers 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  by  reducing  the  amount  of  rubbish  allowed  to  accumulate. 

One  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  in  September,  when  71  manholes  were 
treated.  Of  these,  takes  were  recorded  in  lit  manholes.  This  was  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  takes  recorded  in  the  previous  treatment. 


Insects 

Frequent  requests  continued  to  be  made  for  the  services  of  tne  health 
Department  staff  for  treatment  and  advice  in  ridding  property  of  insect  pests.

A  further  55  premises  were  sprayed  as  a  precautionary  measure  prior  to 
reconditioning  and  as  a  reassurance  to  incoming  tenants. 


A  somewhat  unusual  request  for  assistance  came  from  a  tenant  troubled  by  a 
large  number  of  moths.  On  visiting  it  was  found  that  they  were  White°shouldered 
house  moths  (Endrosis  lactella),  the  larvae  of  which  live  on  flour  and  cereal 
debris.  The  site  of  infestation  was  found  in  the  pantry,  which  was  suitably  treated. 


Following  the  pattern  of  previous  years,  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  requests 
for  assistance  were  received  from  the  occupiers  of  domestic  premises  troubled  by  the 
entry  of  garden  ants  into  their  homes.  This  is  due  to  some  extent  to  the  sandy  soil 
upon  which  much  of  Worksop  is  built  being  favourable  to  the  spread  of  these  insects. 


The  decline  in  the  incidence  of  bedbugs  continued  to  be  maintained.  The  number 
of  houses  in  the  Borough  either  reported  or  found  to  be  infested  in  the  past  seven 
years  was?”

Wasps  Nests 

Requests  were  received  to  destroy  six  wasps  nests  in  the  months  of  June  to 
September.  In  most  cases  the  nests  were  so  placed  as  to  cause  annoyance  or  alarm 
to  nearby  residents.  The  method  used  is  one  devised  by  the  Department  and  is 
applicable  to  any  similar  type  of  insect  nest. 
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Feral  Pigeons 


The  success  achieved  in  ridding  the  Town  Hall  of  pigeons  brought  requests 
for  assistance  from  the  occupiers  of  business  and  domestic  premises  elsewhere  in 
the  town* 

One  company  in  the  Victoria  Square  area  suffered  appreciable  rainwater 
damage  to  stock  caused  through  a  blockage  of  the  roof  drainage  by  droppings,  and 
in  consequence  was  prepared  to  construct  a  Ministry  designed  trap  on  the  flat  roof 
of  the  store*  This  was  maintained  by  the  Department  and  during  the  year  146  pigeons 
were  trapped  in  it* 

Following  this  success  a  smaller,  portable  version  was  constructed  by  the 
Departmental  staff  to  deal  with  longstanding  back-street  infestations,  and  in  it 
a  further  81  pigeons  were  trapped.  In  addition,  roof  lofts  used  as  breeding 
sites  were  visited  and  birds  removed.  The  total  catch  for  the  year  was:-

Of  these  134  pigeons  were  found  to  be  ringed  and  the  large  majority  were 
returned  to  their  owners  with  the  co-operation  of  the  National,  Scottish  and 
Welsh  Homing  Unions.  Member's  of  the  North  of  England  Homing  Union  were  less 
forthcoming  in  sending  the  return  rail  fare.  Dutch  and  French  pigeons  were 
disposed  of  locally  with  the  consent  of  their  owners. 
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DRAINAGE 


Public  Health  legislation  requires  that  all  repairs,  reconstruction  and 
alterations  to  drains  connected  to  a  sewer,  cesspool,  etc,  shall  be  notified  to  the 
Council  in  order  that  they  may  be  inspected  and  tested  before  covering,. 

Wherever  possible  all  new  lengths  of  drain  are  tested  by  subjecting  them 
to  a  water  test.  This  ensures  that  they  are  capable  of  withstanding  reasonable 
pressure  should  they  become  blocked  at  some  later  date. 

Two  further  tests  are  periodically  necessary  on  existing  drainage,.  One 
involves  the  use  of  a  smoke  generating  machine  to  trace  possible  breaks  in  buried 
drainage,  the  other  consists  of  using  fluorescene  dye  to  trace  the  origin  of  water 
found  seeping  into  cellars. 

During  the  year  the  Department  was  called  upon  to  carry  out  124  tests. 

In  the  same  period,  the  Health  Department’s  attendant  was  called  upon  to 
clear  253  drain  blockages.  This  service  is  given  without  charge  where  several 
houses  are  involved,  so  as  to  avoid  the  delay  which  would  result  were  the  arrangements 
for  clearing  to  be  left  with  the  owners.

During  the  year*  two  building  contractors  notified  their  intention  of 
employing  more  than  25  persons  on  site  works  and  were  supplied  with  the 
necessary  information  required  under  the  Regulations, 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  checks  were  made  to  test  the  continued 
effectiveness  of  steps  taken  the  previous  year  to  abate  certain  noise  nuisances. 

With  one  exception,  no  further  complaints  were  received  concerning  these 

items. 


The  recurrence  of  complaints  in  the  one  instance  arose  from  the  resumption 
of  night  shift  work  at  a  moulding  factory.  After  Investigation,  involving  a 
midnight  observation  by  the  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the 
management  was  approached  and  co-operated  by  bricking-up  some  of  the  adjacent 
window  spaces  and  screening  others  with  heavy  wood  shutters.  This  seemed  to 
constitute  "the  best  practical  means"  for  counteracting  the  effect  of  the  noise, 
as  envisaged  by  the  Act. 

Noise  from  a  stonemason's  yard  was  caused  by  (1)  stone-cutting  saws  in  the 
main  factory  and  (2)  a  stone  crushing  plant  housed  in  a  temporary  asbestos  building. 

The  firm  concerned  readily  agreed  to  take  steps  to  minimise  the  nuisance, 
including  the  bricking  up  of  some  windows  in  the  main  factory,  the  repair  of  the 
asbestos  building  and  eventually  to  remove  the  stone  crushing  plant  to  a  new  factory 
Alsftt  well  away  from  residential  property. 

The  receipt  of  a  complaint  led  to  the  discovery  of  a  newly  established  factory 
at  the  rear  of  shops  in  the  main  business  area  of  the  town.  An  old  building  had 
been  occupied  without  planning  permission,  and  the  business  of  reconditioning  old 
cars  had  been  started.  Considerable  noise  was  created  by  hammering,  mechanical 
chipping  and  breaking  of  car  chassis.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Planning 
Authority. 

A  woodworking  factory  installed  new  extraction  equipment  taking  the  sawdust 
from  planing  and  other  machinery  to  a  central  collection  unit.  The  extractor  fan 
was  positioned  outside  the  factory  near  to  houses  and  the  street.  Complaints  were 
received  regarding  the  constant  whine  of  the  fan,  and  the  management  was  approached 
to  effect  a  remedy. 

The  fan  was  first  checked  and  the  bearings  renewed  before  enclosing  the  unit 
in  a  solid  wooden  box  to  dampen  the  noise. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


One  premise,  in  the  Borough  is  registered  to  conduct  an  offensive  trade 
under  Section  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936* 

These  premises  in  which  hides  and  skins  are  collected  is  rather  unfortunately 
placed  in  a  central  position  in  the  town,  and  in  consequence  care  has  to  be  taken 
to  ensure  that  as  little  nuisance  as  possible  arises,  particularly  in  the  fly 
season* 
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OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  196?. 


During  1966,  more  time  was  able  to  be  devoted  to  inspections  under  the 
above  mentioned  Act.  A  total  of  60  premises  were  inspected  involving  82  visits.

One  exemption  was  granted  where  a  fixed  washhand  basin  was  not  able  to  be 
installed  in  a  lock-up  shop.  A  free  standing  washhand  basin  with  electrically 
heated  hot  water  was  installed. 


Accidents 


Any  accident  occurring  on  registered  premises  resulting  in  death  or  absence 
from  work  for  three  or  more  days  must  be  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 

Investigations  were  made  of  ten  reported  accidents  involving  six  females  and 
four  males.  These  were  of  a  minor  nature,  resulting  in  cuts  from  broken  glass, 
back  strain  from  lifting  heavy  objects  and  bruises  from  slipping  on  staircases. 
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PREMISES  LICENSED  AS  PHYSIOTHERAPY  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Part  VII  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Act,  1951 ,  requires  the 
licensing  of  private  physiotherapy  establishments. 

Two  such  establishments  are  situated  in  the  Borough,  and  are  subject  to  the 
byelaws  recently  made  by  the  Council, 


PREMISES  REGISTERED  FOR  HAIRDRESSING 


Under  Section  155  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Act,  1951,  all 
premises  used  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  hairdresser, 
barber  or  manicurist  within  the  Borough  must  first  be  registered  with  the  Council, 

Byelaws  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  ensure  that  a  reasonable  standard 
of  cleanliness  is  maintained  in  these  establishments. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  change  of  ownership,  and  at  the  year's  end  a 
total  of  53  premises  were  registered  for  this  purpose. 
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PET  ANIMALS 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 


Three  premises  are  licensed  in  the  Borough  to  sell  pet  animals.  These 
were  inspected  periodically  to  ensure  that  the  conditions  of  licensing  were  being 
complied  with  and  proper  care  was  being  taken. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 


This  Act  is  designed  to  ensure  that  dogs  and  cats,  placed  in  the  care  of  any 
person  for  a  fee,  are  properly  housed  and  catered  for,  and  are  protected  against 
fire  risk  and  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

One  establishment  was  licensed  as  boarding  kennels. 
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SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1961t 


This  Act,  which  came  into  effect  on  1st  April,  1965,  repealed  the  existing 
legislation  controlling  scrap  metal  dealing.  The  purpose  of  the  Act  was  to  give 
the  police  authorities  greater  control  over  the  purchase  and  sale  of  scrap  metal 
and  to  assist  them  in  tracing  stolen  metal.  This  was  of  particular  relevance 
during  the  year  under  renew,  when  the  Rhodesian  crisis  caused  a  pronounced  rise  in 
the  price  of  copper  and  gave  an  added  inducement  to  its  theft. 

Under  the  Act  local  authorities  are  given  the  duty  of  registering  all  dealers 
having  a  store,  place  of  business  or  fixed  address  in  their  areas,  and  for  recording 
purposes  must  decide  whether  a  dealer  making  application  is  an  itinerant  collector 
or  otherwise. 

At  the  year  end  the  Council  had  on  their  register  33  persons  and  one  limited 
company  engaged  in  the  business  of  scrap  metal  dealing.  This  was  a  rise  of  four 
over  the  previous  year.  Amendments  were  also  made  for  the  following  reasons

The  attendance  at  the  Magistrates5  Court cf  an  Inspector  was  required  when  one 
local  company  was  prosecuted  under  the  Act  for  the  unrecorded  purchase  of  metal. 
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
